BRAZILIAN DEAD 


Tragedy Occurs During 


Routine 
Training 


Flight in Florida 


Pensacola, Fla 
(,T>— Trapped in 


a dense fog. eight navy planes were, 
wrecked and two pilots killed on 
a routine training flight last night. 


Rain washed away the fog at 


dawn today, disclosing the full 
toll to officers of the Pensacola 
naval air station. 


Six student fliers escaped by 


bailing out in 
the 
darkness in 


their first parachute jumps. Four 
pilots landed safely in south Ala- 


• bama. 


Lieutenant G. F. Presser. Sr.. a 


Brazilian navy officer receiving 
regular training here, died when 
his plane crashed and burned at 
Corry field, where land planes are 
quartered. 


Lieutenant N. M. Ostergrcn was 


found in his wrecked and burned 
plane near McDavid. Fla., about 
25 miles north of Fensacola. 
The 


fog kept his fate a mystery until 
after dawn, when scouting planes 
took to the air for a search of the 
entire section. 


Ground Crews Helpless 


Lieutenant J. P. Monroe, aide to 


the commandant, said there was 
nothing that anxious ground crews 
could do except wait for the pil- 
ots to jump. The planes, standard 
naval single-seater Boeings, with 
high landing speed that makes it 
difficult for them to alight on soft 
ground, were not equipped with 
radio. 


Four of the deserted ships fell 


on the government reservation. 


Trucks were sent to bring in the 


wrecked planes as each •was lo- 
cated. 


In addition to Lieutenant Pres- 


ser. another Brazilian officer. Lieu- 
tenant A. C, P. Horta. was in the 
group. He leaped to safety.

London — OT — Prime Minister 


Chamberlain today sought house 
of commons approval for raising 
the limit of Britain's borrowing for 
her great arms program to £800,- 
000,000 ($4,000,000,000) and warn- 
ed attentive members that even 
this huge sum might not be enough. 


The premier' opened the second 


day of full dress 
defense debate 


with a reminder that £580,000,000 
($.900.000.000) was scheduled for 
armaments expenditure in the next 
year alone—a sum equal to almost 
the entire national debt in 1914. 


He spoke after the foreign of- 


fice announced a strong protest to 
Tokio over alleged Japanese air 
bombardment inside Hong Kong— 
an outpost of the empire the rear- 
mament program is designed to 
keep intact. 


Sees "Bankruptcy" 


Chamberlain admitted that the 


armaments race if continued "must 
lead to bankruptcy for every coun- 
try in Europe." 


But, he said, a disarmament con- 


ference at present is "not a prac- 
ticable proposition" since there is 
not sufficient evidence to show that 
it had a chance of success. 


"A conference that failed would 


be worse than no conference," he 
said. 


Then he indicated that Sir John 


Simon, chancellor of the exchequer, 
might be compelled to ask for fur- 
ther loans, since the estimated ex- 
penditure of £1,250,000,000 ($6,250,- 
000,000) for the first three years of 
the five-year, £1,500,000,000 ($7.500,- 
000,000) 
re-armament 
program 


launched in 1937 would leave only 
£250,000,000 ($1,250,000,000) for the 
last two years. 


Would Halt Race 


Chamberlain promised the house 


to "watch for every 
opportunity 


that may come of persuading other 
countries of the folly of the course

It would be "criminal," he said, 


not to attempt to halt the arms 
race. In a conciliatory reference to 
dictators, he added: "It would not 
be a bad-thing if we ourselves

The Vermont senator's frank 
declaration will do a great deal to 
offset the hasty prejudices which 
were formed throughout the coun- 
try among those who were oegin- 
ning to see President Roosevelt aa 
anxious to "drag America into 
war."

day, the whole episode about the 
sale of the planes to the French

BRITAIN'S DEFENSE PROGRAM 
Britain, in contemplating the future of 


Europe, is not soothed and sustained by 
the knowledge that its Prime Minister, the 
realistic Mr. Chamberlain, has 
entered 


into a solemn covenant with Germany, 
Italy and France which was designed to 
preserve peace for the immediate and, 
perhaps,' the distant future. Britain real- 
izes that the Peace of Munich is a weak 
reed at best. 


When Britain's arms program was an- 


nounced February 16, 1937, its people 
were appalled. It involved an expendi- 
ture of $7,500,000,000 over a five-year pe- 
riod, also a staggering burden of taxation 
whose effects would be felt even by those 
in humble economic circumstances. But 
now there is a realization that even this 
tremendous amount is not enough. It will 
be increased, in all probability, by fifty 
per cent. 


As a beginning, Britain is raising its 


borrowing powers from $1,000,000,000 to 
-$2,000,000,000 to meet immediate" needs. 
But this is only the beginning. Grad- 
ually, the drain upon Great Britain, as 
upon France, which has contracted in the 
United States for more than 1,200 planes, 
will grow more 
exhausting 
until the 


climax is reached. 


What form will this climax take? In 


Washington there is extreme pessimism 
with respect to the future and it arises 
from the conviction, held in 
informed 


quarters, that war is inevitable and hardly 
can be delayed longer than Summer. We 
feel sorry for Europe, where war is an 
age-old habit, where hatreds are trea- 
sured from generation to generation, 
where human destruction is something 
in the nature of an outdoor sport. 


Our duty in the situation is quite clear, 


though the means of fulfillment are ob- 
scure. We should remain as alobf as we 
can in a world of diminished distances 
and entangling interests and strive to safe- 
guard our own shores. These are tasks 
which will make heavy demands upon our 
best thought and energy.

Washington—The Supreme Court 


is closer today to all-around bal- 
ance in membership than ever— 
thanks to live Presidents and the 
accidents of time and history. 


The retirement of Justice Louis 


Brandeis and President Roosevelt's 
prospective appointment of his suc- 
cessor brings -within the realm of 
the possible an even closer trim, 
provided the magic wand points 
westward- 


Balance, of course, implies vastly 


more than the mere party politics of 
a man when he gets the coveted 
White House nod and Senate ap- 
proval. 


Balance is not mandatory. It is not 


even required that a member of the 
court should be a member of the bar 
but they always have been lawyers. 


Every section of the nation wants 


a sympathetic ear on the high court 
—a man who understands itif par- 
ticular problems. Toot any minority 
or religious creed in the 
great 


American melting pot takes legiti- 
mate pride in the selection of one of 
its members lor the robes 
that 


makes a man a justice of the United 
States. 


Fine Point Of Division 


. Most important of all are a man's 
legal and economic leanings. On this 
count, balance in the highest court 
is commonly discussed on the basis 
of Liberalism vs. Conservatism. But 
the more finicky are inclined to use 
other terms. Some suggest the divi- 
sion should be made between jus- 
tices who lean strongly on precedent 
and custom, and those who believe 
the Constitution is a flexible instru- 
ment admitting of social and eco- 
nomic experiments in government. 


But, old school or new, the views 


of nine justices (eight at the mo- 
ment) on social and economic cur- 
rents have as much to do with John 
Q. Citizen's welfare as those of the 
500-odd members of Congress and 
the President, for they hold the ve- 
to power over laws passed by Con- 
gress and signed by the President

Leaders in Industry Trou- 


bled by Crop Fail- 


ures, Competition 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—Leaders in the Wiscon- 


sin canning industry are not optim- 
istic today, partly because of set- 
backs in their crops in recent years, 
and partly because of the rising j 
competition on the West Coast, ac- j 
cording to R, H. Winter of Green- 
Bay, leader in the state canning, 
industry. 


Winter appeared before the legis- 


lature's joint finance committee to 
plead for an appropriation of $14,- 
000 to the College of Agriculture 
for research into 
the industry's 


problems, and particularly in the 
field of canning peas. 


Plant diseases, poor growing yea- 


sons, and insect ravages in recent 
years have caused reverses for Wis- 
consin growers of canning crops 
and for the canners. Winter told' 
the committee. Five years ago. he re-! 
lated. the state produced 56 per | 
cent of American canned peas: to- j 
day the percentage has dropped to j 
35 per cent, with Washington and 
Oregon making large strides for- 
ward in production and quality 
crops. 


Winter said that research by the 


university could be a major aid to 
the industry. Last year, he said, 
canners feared that they would be 
forced to close operations entirely 
^because of the rapid depiction of 
eqpe of the best soils in the state. 
The university discovered the min- 
eral which the soils lacked, he said, 
snd "it was a godsend to the in- 
dustry." 
- He said the canning industry ftp- 
resented the second largest cash 
crop of the state, amounting to 
about $5.000.000 yearly. 


Wisconsin has been laggard in 


providing for research in the can- 
ning crop field, he said, while the 
industry itself is not equipped to 
provide it. 


He added that the problem of the 


canners today is not to increase the 
acreage of canning crops, but to 
Increase the quality of the crop 
produced, and the production per 
acre cultivated.

ler are Democrats. As a New Deal 
adviser of first rank. Frankfurter 
falls vaguely into that slot, too. al- 
though the record implies that he is 
agnostic in politics. Or at least he 
was before Roosevelt came to Wash- 
ington. 


Curiously, one Republican, Stone, 


and two Democrats, McReynolds (a 
Wilson appointee) and Butler (a 
Harding appointee) jumped 
the 


traces somewhere along the road 
They found themselves consistently 
siding with strange bedfellows, so 
far as politics are concerned.

Brandeis. 


the first Jew ever appointed to the 
court, withheld his retirement un- 
til Frankfurter was firmly seated 
on the court. The only other Jew 
ever appointed. . Justice 
Cardozo, 


died recently. Technically, it was he 
who Frankfurter succeeded. Actual- 
ly, however, the famous Frankfurt- 
er succeeded the great 
Brandeis. 


The two of them saw eye to eye on 
many fundamentals of 
Supreme 


Court philosophy, and both con- 
stantly harped on the theme of 
experimentation in government.

has built hoppers 
lor 
pheasant 


feeding and has established 25 feed- 
ing stations.

Needed to S o l v e 


State's Problems . 


M*diMn—WV-The state depart- 


ment of commerce recommended 
carefully planned industrial and ag- 
ricultural policies today as a means 
of solving Wisconsin's economic dif- 
ficulties. 


Summarizing a 
comprehensive 


study of the state's resources and its 
comparative ranking with 
other 


states, the department attributed 
present troubles largely to a mal- 
ajustment between population and 
industrial production from 1929 to 
1935. 


The 100-page report -written by 


Francis F. Bowman, Jr., said popu- 
lation during that period increased 
5 per cent while industrial produc- 
tion decreased 11 per cent and wage 
earners decreased 16 per cent 


"The core of many of our econom- 


ic difficulties lies in these index fig- 
ures, for unless the production of in- 
dustry can again be raised to the 
point where it absorbs employes at 
a rate comparable to our population 
growth, other employment outlets or 
fields of endeavor must be develop- 
ed," Bowman said.

said. While it still is first in the na- 
tion, it was decreased 20 per cent 
to half of the nation's total. 


"To enable this industry to more 


effectively meet rising competition, 
the feasibility of a more efficient 
system of cheese manufacture in 
larger establishments (instead of-1,- 
800 small plants) should be examin- 
ed." the report stated. 


Bowman also anticipated a drop 


in the state's lumber producting ac- 
tivities, but said the furniture indus- 
try should be aided by protection 
from southern competition through 
the wage-hour law. 


Sale of Wisconsin machinery, list- 
ed as one of the state's leading in- 
dustries along with motor vehicles 
and paper, would "greatly Benefit 
from improvement of direct foreign 
shipping facilities on the 
Great 
Lakes." the survev said. 


From 1914 to 1929, 37 industries 


expanded in the slate while nine 
declined, compared to expansion of 
seven industries and decline of 35 
in the period from 1929 to 1935, the 
report declared. 


"New industries creating new em-, 


ployment outlets must continue to 
arise in Wisconsin lest the decline of 
older industries through the shifts 
in economic demands bring about 
a general decline in the state's in- 
dustrial position," Bowman said.

Don't Create Loneliness 


In Isolating Your Child 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"Isn't it better for a baby of 22 months to stay alone in her room, with 


her toys, than to be about the house? She Is taken out for an airing for 
an hour in the morning, and again in the afternoon on sunny days. After 
that she is by herself in her room while I go on with my work. I am 
trying to write a book and cannot be interrupted constantly by the de- 
mands of the baby. Isn't it better for her health to stay by herself?" 


Solitary confinement is not practiced in modern jails. It has no place 


in the home. No child who is lonely will thrive in health because he is 
unhappy. TJnhappiness is a strong deterrent to healthy growth, but hap- 
piness is its best stimulant. Lonely children suffer greatly in mind, and 
that in turn reflects upon the body. It is unfortunate that any child 
should be lonely, but it would be most unfortunate to create loneliness 
by isolating the infant in any such arrangement as suggested. 


Children are a care, a major job for somebody, usually their mother. 


They must be bathed and dressed and fed in the morning, and that takes 
time. They have to be exercised in the open air, and that takes more time. 
They have to be fed again, undressed, rested, washed, dressed again and 
xercised, and that means still more time. Evening brings more cares, 
more duties. All of them taking 
time. Somebody must spare that 
time, and usually it is mother. 


Between duties there are hours 


that are free. These hours the moth- 
er uses as best she can. If she has 
to do all the work in the house she 
gets little off time. If she has help 
she gets a little more, not much. 
Rearing a child is a twenty-four- 
hour-a-day job, for the duration of 
the child's dependency. Mother en- 
lists for duration. 


That is not to say that she must 


have no free time. It is imperative 
that she has a period in every day 
for rest, freedom from the house- 
hold cares, including the children. 
Many mothers are ill because they 
cannot take that time and'take their 
rest. That is highly unfortunate, for 
upon the mother's health the wel- 
fare of the family must depend. 


Children should be taught as early 


as possible to become self-sustain- 
ing. Every mother should plan from 
the start to train her children to 
stay in a room by themselves, hap- 
pily, for a period every day. Start 
with a short period of fifteen min- 
utes, leave the child with a toy for 
amusement, and disappear from 
view. Stay awake the full fifteen 
minutes regardless of wails f ot help 


and comfort. Go to the child if 
there is an emergency call. Grad- 
ually increase this play hour until 
by the age of four the child can 
stay by himself, happily occupied, 
for from an hour and a half to two 
hours, depending upon conditions. 


The rest of the day the child must 


have company, preferably that of 
other children. He needs this com- 
pany for his growth. His mind needs 
other minds to rub against his, his 
body needs to meet other bodies to 
oppose his and set up enough re- 
sistance for healthy growth. The as- 
sociation is necessary to develop 
speech, action, and intelligence. 


There must always be the half- 


and-half way in all we do with chil- 
dren. Never too much of anything. 
Not too much company, not too 
much aloneness. Aloneness breeds 
loneliness, and that is dangerous for 
childhood.

Tht Aryans in India 


Entering India more than 3.000 


years ago, the Aryans found it a 
land much to their liking.' Some 
of them started villages in the val- 
ley of the Indus river. Others push- 
ed on, going southward and east- 
ward. 


The white - skinned invaders 


fought battles with the natives, 
and won victories. Step by step, 
the natives were driven back, or 
were forced to admit that the 
Aryans were their masters. 


The Jina giving a talk in forest

There were three mam classes 


of Aryans — the farmers, the sol- 
diers and the priests; The priests 
came to be called "Brahmans," j 
because they served the god Brah- j 
ma. In time the servants of Brah- | 
ma became the ruling class in , 
India.

So far as we can tell at this i 


distance, the early Aryans in India 
were not "bloodthirsty." It seems 
they were willing to let the natives 
live and keep their homes. 


One way the Aryans held power 


was by teaching the brown-skin- 
ned people the Hindu religion. 
This religion had three chief gods 
— Brahma. Vishnu and Siva— and 
many gods of lesser power. 


A great religious leader 
arose 


among the Hindus, and was given 
the title of "the Jina." He tried 
to make the religion better. One 
thing he taught was that people 
must not kill an animal of any 
kind, not even an insect He has 
followers to this day, and they call 
themselves by the special name 
of "Jains." 


In one form or another, 
the 


brown-skinned 
people of 
India 


learned the religion of those who 
had conouered them. 
The Hindu _ 


faith is the main religion of the j 
country. 


The Aryans won power over 


India and taught their religion, 
but in one important way they lost 
out. Despite all rules, white-skin- 
ned people married those with 
dark skins. In time, there were 
few really ivhite persons left in 
India. We find some modern Hin- 
dus with fa'rly light skins, but the 
most of them are of medium 
brown, or dark brown, color. 
In that way, the Aryans lost the 


conquest they had made. 
They 


failed to keep their race white. 


At an early date, a fourth class, j 


or caste, of Hindus was formed. ' 
This caste was made UD of the 
"Sundras," that is. the laborers. A 
fifth caste came later, the "pari- 
ahs'* or "untouchables." 


Besides the main castes, there 


are today several thousand sub- 
castes. In other words, the main 
castes have been divided time and 
again.
